The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the fmal disposition of this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Examining Board
(Board).   The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following Findings of Fact, Conclusion of Law and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1.           RespondentNeil D. Pivar, M.D. (DOB:  1/4/1942), is licensed in the state of
Wisconsin to practice medicine and surgery, having license number 16932-20 first issued on
September 2,1969, and current through October 31, 2019.   Respondent's most recent address on
file with the Wisconsin Department of Safety and Professional Services (Department) is 6301
Wilmington NE, Albuquerque, New Mexico 87111 -6412

2.           Respondent has no prior disciplinary history with the Board.  He states he has
never practiced in Wisconsin but has held a license to practice medicine and surgery in
Wisconsin since  1969.   He is also licensed to practice medicine in New Mexico and although is
cunently retired, he maintains an active New Mexico medical license.



3.           On october 13, 2017, Respondent entered into a stipulated order with the New
Mexico Medical Board which imposed limitations on Respondent' s New Mexico medical license
for violations related to prescribing medications to fanily members, obtaining unapproved
medications from Canada, and failing to maintain medical records regarding the same (NM
Order).

4.          Respondent complied with all terms oftheNM order and theNew Mexico
Medical Board fully reinstated Respondent's New Mexico medical license on May 21, 2018.

5.           Respondent denies engaging in unprofessional conduct but is retired from the
practice of medicine, has never practiced medicine in Wisconsin, and therefore agrees to resolve
this matter with entry of the following Conclusion of Law and Order.

CONCLUSION OF LAW

1.           The wisconsin Medical Examining Board has jurisdiction to act in this matter
pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 448.02(3), and is authorized to enter into the attached Stipulation
pursuant to Wis. Stat.  § 227.44(5).

ORDER

1.           The attached stipulation is accepted.

2.           The PERMANENT SURRENDER by Neil D. Pivar, M.D., of his license to
practice medicine and surgery in the state of Wisconsin (license no.  16932-20) and any
appurtenant right to renew that license, is hereby accepted, effective the date of this Order.

3.          This sunender constitutes Respondent's permanent relinquishment of his right to
practice medicine and surgery in the state of Wisconsin. The Board will not, at any time in the
future, process or otherwise consider an application or attempt at renewal by Respondent of
credentials necessary to practice medicine and surgery in the state of Wisconsin.

4.           If Respondent ever seeks any other license under wis. Stat. chs. 440-480, he shall,
as a prerequisite to application, pay COSTS of this matter in the amount of $150.00.

3.          Respondent is aware ofRespendut's right to seek legal representalon and has
been provided an opportunity to obtain legal counsct before signing this Stipulation.  Respondent
is represented by Attorney Melissa A. Brown.

4.          Respondent agrees to the adoption of the attached Final Decision and chder by
the Wisconsin Medical Examining Board (Board),  The pardes to the Stipuledon consent to the
entry Of the attached Final Decision and Order without further notice, pleading, appearance or
consent of the parties.  Respondeutwalves all rights to any appeal of the Board's order, if     -
adopted in the form as attached.



5.          If the teiirns of this stipulation ae not acceptable to the Board, the parties shall not
be bound by the contents of this Stipulation, and the matter shall then be recumed to the Division
of Legal Services and Compliance for further proceedings.  in the event that the Stipulation is
not accepted by the Board, the parties agree not to contend that the Board has been prejudiced or
biased in any maimer by the consideration of this attempted resolution.

6.          The parties to dig stipulation agree that the attorney or other agent for the
Division of Legal Services and Compliance and any member of the Board ever assigned as an
advisor in this investigation may appear before the Board in open or closed session, without the
presence of Respondent for purposes of speaking in support of this agreenient and answering
quesfrons that any member of the Board ma}' have in comeetion with deliberations on the
Stipulalon.  Additionally, any such adv-isor may vote on whether the Board should accept this
Stipulation and issue the attached Final Decision and Order.

7.          Respondent is infomed that should the Board adopt this stipulation, the Board's
Final Decision and Order is a public record and will be published in accordance with standard
Depaunent procedm.e.

8.           The Division of Legal services and compliance joins Respondent in
recommending the Board adopt this Stipulahon and issue the attached Final Decision and Order.
